Madison. Wis., Oct. 12, 1896. 
To the Governor of the State of Wisconsin: 

Sir: In accordance with the requirements of law, I have the honor 
to respectfully submit herewith the biennial report of the receipts and 
disbursements of this office during the fiscal years ending September 
30, 1895 and 1896, exhibiting a full statement of the financial transac- 
tions of this department and including also a detailed statement of the 
operations of the bank department. In connection herewith I desire 
to call your attention to the banking laws of the State. The old law 
provides that the State and Private Banks shall make semi-annual re- 
ports to the State Treasurer. Since the Bank Examiner's Department 
was created, they are also required to make reports to the Bank Ex- 
aminer, causing a great deal of annoyance and work for the banks, as 
well as additional expense to the State. In many respects the law is 
defective, and I respectfully recommend that you request the Legisla- 
ture to enact a law (to be voted on by the people) revising the old 
law, and placing the control of banks under the supervision of the 
Bank Examiner investing him with the necessary and proper author- 
ity to protect depositors and the people of the State.

GENERAL FUND. 

This fund embraces all the revenues of the state applicable to the 
payment of the ordinary expenses of the State Government. 

The sources from which it is derived are, from the annual tax 
levied for the support of Free High Schools, Fifth Normal School, Hos- 
pitals for the Insane and Industrial School for Boys. A special levy 
for the year 1896 to meet appropriations made by the Legislature of 
1895 for the erection of a Home for the Feeble Minded and a Normal 
School and for the establishment of manual training departments 
in connection with High Schools. Also tax on civil actions, license on 
railroad companies, plank road companies, street railways, telephone 
companies, insurance companies, trust companies, boom companies, 
hawkers and peddlers, notary and office fees, sales of books, laws and 
reports, apportionment of interest on deposit with Bank Depositories 
and United States appropriation for the Wisconsin Veteran's Home. 

The expenditures therefrom are authorized by permanent and tem- 
porary appropriations and by the several laws requiring the Secretary 
of State to audit accounts. 

The receipts and disbursements have been, as follows: 



GENERAL FUND RECEIPTS. 

ANNUAL TAX. 

Siection 496, Revised Statutes, and Chapter 352, Laws of 1885, direct a 
levy of a tax for the support of Free High Schools. 

Chapter 364, Laws of 1885, directs a levy of a tax for the support of 
the Fifth Normal School, located at Milwuakee. 

Section 8, Chapter 358, Laws of 1895, provides for the levy of a tax 
for the establishment of manual training departments in High Schools. 

There is also charged to each county and included in the tax, such

sum as is properly chargeable to such county on account of its insane 
in the hospitals, and the inmates in the Industrial School for Boys. 

Under the provisions of Section 1071, Revised Statutes, a tax was 

included in the levy for 1896, providing for a sufficient sum to meet 

the appropriations of 1895, tor the erection of a Home for the Feeble 
Minded and a Seventh Normal School.

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SCHOOL FUND INCOME. 

The interest received on School Fund investments, on the principal 
due for sales of school lands and on moneys belonging to the School 
Fund Income on deposit in Bank Depositories and the mill tax levied 
under Chapter 287, lows of 1885, as amended .by Chapter 39, laws of 
1895, constitute the School Fund Income. 

The one mill tax constituting a part of this fund is apportioned to 
the different counties in accordance with Chapter 39, laws of 1895. 
The other amounts constituting this fund which are derived from 
sources as above enumerated, are apportioned to the several counties 
in the month of June of each year as provided by section 554 of the 
.Revised Statutes. The apportionments, which are for the use of the 
common schools, are made according to the number of children in 
each town, village and city over the age of four and under the age of 
twenty years, as shown by the report of the State Superintendent dur- 
ing the year preceding. The rate per capita for the apportionment 
under Chapter 39, laws of 1895, was eigihty-ndoie cenits and four (mills; 
and under section 554, of the Revised Statutes, twenty-eight cents per 
capita.
